Roger Bacon, Franciscan monk and 
noted scholar, who lived from 1214 to 
1294, was one of the first to advance 
the theory that men would eventually 
conquer the air. He worked along the 
lines of Zeppelin. Some day, he said, 
machines would be made to float 
through the sky. He predicted the 
“lighter-than-air” machines which we 
in this advanced age of acrial naviga- 
tion refer to as balloons and dirigibles. 
He also had some notions about a fly- 
ing machine. 

In the foyrteenth century a bishop 
of Saxony, enlarging Bacon's 
theory, proposed that fly by

Father Francis Mendoza, a Portu- 
guese Jesuit, revised the theory in the 
seventeenth century, and it was en- 
larged upon again in 1755 by a French 
Dominican, Father Joseph Galien, 
whose study of air, gas, etc., eventual- 
ly helped the pioneers who first soared 
aloft in balloons. 

The findings of these learned men 
were later put to work by Count Zep- 
pelin in Germany, Bleriot in France, 


and Langley and the Wrights in 
America.

morrow, winging their way on errands 
of mercy, can thank these carly monks 


for first interesting mankind in the 
possibilities of travel through the 
heavens.
